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INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Worsley. 


August,  1946. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945 
which  has  been  my  first  complete  year  in  Office. 

In  April,  Mr.  Frank  Haworth  joined  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  otherwise  there  have  been 
no  changes. 

As  the  department  is  mainly  concerned  with  the  control  of  Acute 
Infectious  Diseases  in  the  Area,  I  shall  confine  my  remarks  to  this  aspect 
mainly. 

Measles.— There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  during  the  year,  one 
of  which  proved  fatal.  Measles  is  an  infectious  disease  of  wide 
distribution  especially  in  temperate  climates.  The  case  mortality  ranges 
between  2  and  6  per  cent.  Most  fatal  cases  occur  in  the  1st  and  2nd 
year  of  life.  The  infection  of  measles  is  spray  borne  and  is  most  active 
before  the  disease  is  recognised  viz,  before  the  rash  appears.  Accordingly 
notification  is  not  very  helpful  towards  preventing  the  spread  ot  the 
disease.  The  chief  complication  is  Broncho-Pneumonia,  which  usually 
starts  about  the  third  or  fourth  day  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  is 
controlled  by  the  M  &  B  Therapy. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  eight  cases,  none  fatal.  Three  were  adults 
who  had  not  been  immunised,  nor  had  we  any  record  of  the  children 
having  been  immunised.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  regularly  at  the 
Clinic,  the  preparations  employed  being  : — 

1.  A.P.T.  (Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid). 

2.  T.A-F.  (Toxin  Antitoxin  Floccules). 

Whooping  Cough. — There  have  been  20  cases,  none  fatal  Quite  a 
number  of  children  have  been  having  prophylactic  treatment,  which  in 
my  opinion,  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

Infant  Mortality.--  Quite  low  in  our  area.  In  an  investigation 
carried  out  recently  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  four  selected  areas 
where  the  infant  mortality  was  relatively  high,  it  was  found  that; — 

1.  Infants  born  into  small  families  show  a  much  lower  mortality 
than  do  infants  born  into  larger  families. 
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2.  Death  rate  tends  to  be  higher  amongst  first  births. 

3.  Overcrowding  and  bad  housing  definitely  cause  an  increase 

in  infant  mortality. 

4.  Where  Agriculture  is  the  chief  industry,  the  mortality  rate 

is,  on  the  whole  much  lower  than  in  manufacturing  centres. 

Causes  of  Death  in  the  Adult  population  have  been  chiefly  due  to:  — 

1.  Cardio-Vascular  Diseases,  viz:  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and 

Circulatory  System. 

2.  Cancer,  Cause  -  Still  an  unsolved  problem, 

8.  Tuberculosis  of  Respiratory  System. 

Opinion.  From  an  Infectious  Diseases  standpoint,  the  Worsley  Area 
is  certainly  well  under  control.  With  one  exception  there  has  been  no 
deaths  either  directly  or  indirectly  due  to  an  Infectious  Disease. 

Regarding  the  Adult  Population,  quite  a  number  had  attained  a 
mature  age.  There  will  always  be  a  mortality  from  Heart  Disease  and 
High  Blood  Pressure. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  state  that  owing  to  our  widening  knowledge, 
which  has  as  its  aim  the  prevention  of  ill  health  from  whatever  cause,  in  a 
comparative  short  period  of  time  statistics  will  prove  that  the  health  of  the 
nation  will  be  better  than  it  has  ever  been  throughout  the  ages.

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Section  B. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

for  the  area. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  these  provisions  during  the 

year. 

The  following  pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  were 
made  during  1945  : — 

(1)  Diphtheria,  37. 

(2)  Scarlet  Fever,  3. 

Milk  : — 

(a)  Biological,  12.  (One  contained  Tubercle  Bacilli.) 

(b)  Bacteriological  15.  (12  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.) 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Manchester  Collieries. 
Two  saloon  cars  for  sitting  cases  are  now  used  in  addition.  This  service 
has  been  much  appreciated.  The  ambulance  made  551  journeys  during 
the  year  and  the  saloon  cars  820  journeys  and  conveyed  949  patients. 


Section  C.— Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply,  Drainage,  Sewerage,  Rivers  and  Streams. — 

Many  streams  in  the  district  are  polluted. 

Sanitary  Accomodaiion. — 

No  changes  have  occurred. 

Sanitary  Inspections. — 

A  detailed  statement  of  inspections  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  appended. 

Section  D. — Housing 

Defects  which  have  been  found  or  notified  have  received  attention. 

There  was  little  gross  overcrowding  but  the  situation  is  growing 
worse. 


Section  E. — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

(a)  Licences. — The  following  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Desig¬ 


nations)  Order,  1936  and  1938,  have  been  issued  : —

(b)  Dairies,  Milk  Shops. — There  are  59  milk  purveyors  other  than 

cow-keepers.  Regular  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made 
during  the  year. 

(c)  Farms. — There  are  30  dairy  farms  and  520  cows  in  the  District. 

All  the  farms  were  inspected  at  least  twice  during  the  year  with 
a  view  to  cleanliness,  lime-washing  and  structural  condition.  The 
cleanliness  of  the  cows  and  of  the  milkers  was  also  watched, 
together  with  methods  for  sterilising  the  utensils,  cooling, 
bottling  and  sterilising  the  milk.  Scarcity  of  labour  has  been 
blamed  for  a  lower  standard  of  cleanliness,  particularly  with 
regard  to  milk  bottles.  This  is  receiving  special  attenbon. 

(d)  Samples. 

(1)  For  tuberculous  milk — 12  samples  were  taken. 

1  contained  the  Tubercle  Bacilli.  This  was  notified  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  who  had  a  Vetei inary  examination 
made.  The  cow  giving  the  infected  milk  was  discovered  and 
disposed  of  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

(2)  For  bacterial  content — 

15  samples  Methylene  blue  test  and  B  Coli  test. 

12  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  farms  producing  milk  with  a  high  bacterial  content  were  visited 
and  instructions  given. 


Meat  Supply. 

All  local  slaughter-houses  ceased  to  be  used  on  Sunday  midnight,  the 
14th  January,  1940. 


Bakehouses,  Food  Shops,  Fish  Fryers,  and  Meat  Shops. — 

Routine  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  There  are  no 
unusual  circumstances  to  report. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1945.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  Birthday  card  scheme  is  successfully  appealing  to  many  parents 
to  have  their  babies  protected  against  diphtheria.  Regular  immunisation 
clinics  have  been  held  throughout  the  year.  It  is  evident  from  enquiries 
made  that  many  children  have  been  immunised  privately,  80  per  cent,  of 
the  children  between  1-5  years  have  been  immunised,  which  is  a  very 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs.

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1940-42. 

These  Regulations  require  particulars  of  all  persons  of  certain 
specified  ages  who  have  been  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Labour;  the  object  is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Medical  Boards  for  enlistment  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces.  There  were  no 
cases  in  1945. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

The  law  relating  to  smoke  abatement  has  been  temporarily  relaxed. 

Canal  Boats. 

Twenty  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  women  or  children  were  living  on  board  the 
boats;  in  no  case  was  there  mote  than  one  male  living  on  board.  No 
infectious  disease  occurred  and  there  was  no  contravention  of  any  of  the 
regulations.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1945. 

With  the  cessation  of  war  and  the  closing  down  of  war  time  activities 
we  anticipated  an  early  start  with  work  which  had  been  in  abeyance  for 
years  but  are  realising  that  the  devastation  of  war  involved  far  more  than 
we  had  thought,  and  that  materials  for  the  work  of  reconstruction  are  not 
yet  available.  Urgent  repairs  have  still  to  wait,  houses  which  are  con¬ 
sidered  unfit  for  habitation  have  still  to  be  occupied,  controls  still  prevent 
a  return  to  pre-war  activities,  vehicles  which  would  have  been  scrapped 
are  still  functioning  under  difficulties  and  we  are  carrying  on  as  best  we 
can. 


During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  the  houses  in  the  district  in 
order  to  review  the  housing  situation  and  to  obtain  something  definite  as 
a  guide  in  our  Long  Term  Housing  Programme,  that  is,  during  the  next 
ten  years. 

A  list  was  compiled  of  houses  below  standard,  and  although  not 
necessarily  complete  or  final,  gives  a  good  indication  of  the  housing 
position  at  the  end  of  1945,  and  the  number  of  houses  required  to  bring 
the  standard  of  housing  nearer  to  what  we  consider  necessary  for  the 
people  in  this  district.

Total  2022  houses 
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At  the  present  time  scores  of  houses  which  are  Up  to  Bye-law 
standard  are  below  the  standard  necessary  for  health,  due  to  defects  and 
dilapidation.  Raingutters  and  flashings  have  perished  and  pointing  is 
required  to  prevent  dampness  in  quite  good  houses.  Woodwork  requires 

painting  and  hundreds  of  houses  are  suffering  from  defective  plastering 
and  lack  of  decoration. 

Sitting  rooms  and  spare  bedrooms  are  becoming  mouldy  and  smell 
of  dampness  because  they  are  not  being  used,  and  owing  to  the  lack  of 
coal,  occasional  fires  cannot  be  used  to  prevent  this. 

The  excessive  dampness  of  the  weather  and  lack  of  hot  sunshine  for 
the  past  two  or  three  years  are  contributing  causes  but  these  could  be 
overcome  if  supplies  of  coal  and  materials  were  normal. 

We  attend  to  every  complaint  and  endeavour  to  get  repairs  completed 
but  the  results  are  by  no  means  as  satisfactory  as  we  should  like. 

In  spite  of  the  somewhat  gloomy  report  of  existing  conditions  I  am 
confident  that  the  worst  is  over  and  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  and 
formidable  task  ahead  I  am  looking  forward  to  the  near  future  with  the 
greatest  confidence.

Coliection  of  Refuse  and  Salvage. 

We  have  three  Vulcan  wagons  with  steel  trailers  and  two  Karrier 
Bantam  wagons  in  constant  use  for  the  collection  of  salvage  and  refuse. 
Approximately  5,000  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  at 
Berryfield.  This  tip  is  almost  filled  up. 

The  amount  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  was  282  tons, 
6  cwt.  2  qrs.  This  was  sold  for  ,£817  17s.  4d. 

The  amount  of  edible  waste  collected  and  sent  to  Bolton  for 
conversion  into  pig  food  remained  fairly  constant  during  the  year  in  spite 
of  licences  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  private 
collectors.  142  tons  7  cwt.  were  collected  and  sold  for  ,£218  10s,  6d.

In  addition  to  the  above  work  the  usual  routine  of  the  department 
is  proceeding  as  usual.  Every  complaint  is  investigated  and  dealt  with 
as  circumstances  permit.  Rat  baits  are  provided  and  placed  where 
necessary.  Powder  and  insecticides  are  issued  when  required.  Disinfect¬ 
ants  are  supplied  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  when  otherwise 
necessary.  Ambulance  facilities  are  provided.  Camp  sites  are  inspected 
and  the  removal  of  refuse  arranged. 
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During  the  year  22  licences  for  the  storage  of  petrol  were  issued  and 
4  for  the  storage  of  calcium  carbide. 

Bakehouses,  farms,  dairies,  factories,  food  premises  and  canal  boats 
are  kept  under  observation  and  the  whole  District  is  being  supervised  as 
consistently  as  possible. 

Although  this  has  been  a  difficult  year  it  has  been  considerably 
lightened  by  the  co-operation  I  have  received. 

All  from  whom  I  have  sought  advice  or  assistance,  Dr.  Carroll,  and 
members  of  my  department,  Councillor  Pennington,  my  Chairman,  and 
every  member  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Lomax  and  all  the  Town  Hall  Staff, 
Mr.  Owen,  my  Foreman,  and  all  the  workmen,  have  given  their  help 
cheerfully  and  wholeheartedly,  and  to  all  of  them  I  offer  my  warmest 
thanks.
